3 Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifica- 
tions.— The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications 
and other matters relating to the said post shall be as speci- 
fied in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule, 


4, Disqualifications. — No person — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable 
to such person and the other party to the marriage and there 
are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the 
operation of this rule. 

5, Power to relax.— Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by 
order for reasons to be recorded in writing and in consulta- 
tion with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons. 

6, Saving. — Nothing in these rules affect reservations and 
other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled 
Castes and the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories 
of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government from time to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 9S5.— In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President here- 
by makes the following rules regulating the method of 
recruitment to the post of Junior Analysts (Work Study) in 
the Ministry of Health and Family Planning namely 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be 
called the Ministry of Health and Family Planning (Junior 
Analyst— Work Study) Recruitment Rules, 1975. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number, classification and scales of pay, — The number 
of the said post, its classification and scale of 
pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 
of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Qualification, method of recruitment, etc, — The quali- 
fications, method of recruitment and other matters relating 
to the said post shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of 
the said Schedule. 

4. Disqualifications. — No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 
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Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law appli- 
cable to such person and the other party to the marriage and 
that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any per- 
son from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient to do so it may, 
by order for reasons to be recorded in writing and in con- 
sultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect of any class 
or category of persons. 


6. Repeal and saving. — (1) The Department of Health 
(Junior Analyst) Recruitment Rules, 1967, are hereby 
repealed. 

(2) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any 
action taken under the rules so repealed shall be deemed to 
have been done or taken under the corresponding provision 
of these rules. 

7. Saying. — Nothing contained in these rules shall affect 
reservations and other concessions required to be provided 
for the Scheduled Castes, the Schedule Tribes and other 
special categories of persons in accordance with the orders 
issued by the Cemtral Government from time to time in this 
regard.

MINISTRY OF PETROLEUM AND CHEMICAL

New Delhi, the 25th July, 1975 

G.S.R. 958. — In exercise of the powers conferred by sec- 
lion 3 of the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), 
the Central Government hereby makes the following Order 
to amend the Kerosene (Restriction on Use) Order, 1966, 
namely : — 

1. (1) This Order may be culled the Kerosene (Restriction 
on Use) Amendment Order, 1975. 

(2) It shall come into force on the date of its publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Kerosene (Restriction on Use) Order, 1966 
(hereinafter referred to as the said Order), in sub-clause (2) 
of clause 1, the words “except the State of Jammu and 
Kashmir” shall be omitted. 

3. After clause 3 of the said Order, the following clause 
shall be inserted, namely : — 

Power of entry, search and seizure. 

“3 A. (1) Any police officer not below the rank of a 
Sub-Inspector or any other officer of Government 
of or above an equivalent rank authorised in this 
behalf by the Central Government or a State Gov- 
ernment may, with a view to securing compliance 
with this Order or to satisfying himself that this 
Order or any order made thereunder has been 
compiled with ; 

(a) enter any place or premises or vessel, vehicle 

or any other conveyance used or capable of be- 
ing used for the transport of Kerosene ; 

(b) search any place or premises, or vessel, vehicle, 
animal, or any other conveyance which the officer 
has reason to believe, has been, or is being, or 
is about to be used for the contravention of this 
Order or any order made thereunder ; 

(c) seize stocks of kerosene in respect of which he 
has reason to believe that a contravention of the 
provisions of this Order or of any order made 
thereunder has been, or is being, or is about to be 
made. 

(2) The provisions of section 100 of the Code of Cri- 
minal procedure, 1973 (2 of 1974), relating to 
search and seizure shall, so far as may bo, apply 
to searches and seizure under this Order.”

(b) who, having a spouse living has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, shall be eligible for appointment to 
any of the said posts; 

Provided that the Central Government may if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applica- 
ble to such person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from 
the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax: — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do it may, by order for 
reasons to bo recordod in writing, and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these rules 
with respect of any class or category of persons or posts. 

7. Savings: — Nothing in those rules shall effect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Sched uled Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to 

time in this regard.

— Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, 
for reasons to be recorded i n wp iting and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these 
rules with respect to any class or category of persons or posts. 

6. Saving -Nothing in these rules shall aifect icservations and other concessions required to be piovided for the Scheduled Casks, 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance wiih ihc ai ders issued by the Ctntral Government from time to 
time In this regard”,
